REVIEW MOTION Budget Bureau’s New Boss 


in Decision in Miami 
Case.

WASHINGTON, March 13— 


The Federal Communications 
Commission asked for court 
permission today to reconsider 


its controversial decision award- 


ing television Channel 10 in 
Miami, Fla., to National Air- 
lines. 


It requested the United 
States Court of Appeals for the 
District of Columbia, to send 
the Channel] 10 case back to 
the commission for review. 

The FCC said its request 
was made in the light of dis- 
closures »y a House subcom- 
mittee which has been investi- 
gating the political maneuver- 
ing and pressure tactics that 
preceded the Channe] 10 deci- 
sion. 

“Public charges have been 
made in the course of a con- 
gressional investigation’ that 
one of the (FCC) commission- 
ers who participated in the 
proceedings before the com- 
mission, but who bas since 
resigned, should have disquali- 
fied himself,” the motion 
stated. 


Reference to Mack. 

This referred to Richard A. 
Mack, who resigned from the 
FCC after it was disclosed that 
he accepted money end free 
stock in two Miami insurance 
agencies from a lawyer who 
talked to him on behalf of 
National Airlines’ application 
. for the TV channel. 


The FCC motion said also | 


the subcommittee inquiry had 


indicated that some of the ap- | 


plicants for the channel, in- 
cluding National Airlines, ‘““may 
have conducted themselves ... 
in a manner which might 
affect the commission's basic 
determinations .. .” 

It said the FCC had not 
been officially informed of the 
results of the House inquiry 
or an investigation being made 
by a federal grand jury and 
therefore was not in a position 
at the present time to deter- 
mine whether it should cancel 
its award of the channel to 
the airline. 

The motion added: “The 
commission is, however, of the 
definite view that the public 
interest requires that the pro- 
ceeding be reopened.” 

The FCC awarded Channel 
10 to a wholly-owned subsidi- 
ary of National Airlines by a 
4 to 2 vote in February 1957, 
overruling a hearing examiner 
who had recommended that the 
lucrative, very high frequency 
outlet go to A. Frank Katzen- 
tine, a Miami civic leader. 
Mack voted with the majority. 


Decision Is Appealed.

decision and the case is pend- 
ing in the court of appeals.

Error Turned Up. 

But Senator Hubert Hum- 
phrey, chairman of the Senate 
disarmament subcom mittee, 


was informed that an inquiry | 


might show something quite 
different about the under- 
ground test. It did. Humphrey 
discovered that United States 
Coast and Geodetic Survey 
stations all over the continental 
United States had recorded 
shock waves from the Nevada 
test. The AEC then sent out 
a correction stating that the 
test had been recorded at least 
2300 miles away. 


This extraordinary revelation | 


coincides with a speech that 
has stirred wide interest in 
this normally indifferent capi- 
tal. Harrison Brown, professor 
of geochemistry at the Cali- 
fornia Institute of Technology 
and a participant in the Man- 
hattan project that developed 
the atomic bomb, delivering 
the Gideon Seymour memorial 
Jecture at the University o 
Minnesota, challenged the “iron 
wall of secrecy” behind which, 
he suggested, our destiny is 
being irrevocably determined. 

Brown attacked the insistent 
claim by the Administration 
that America’s security would 
be endangered by any agree- 
ment to suspend nuclear test- 
ing. The chief proponent of 
this view is Edward Teller, pop- 
ularly known as the father of 
the H-bomb, who has _ used 
every opportunity to declare 
that the Russians would be able

White House Meeting. 

At the point last summer 
when President Eisenhower 
himself seemed to be leaning 
toward a separate trial agree- 
ment to end nuclear testing, 
Strauss took Teller and an- 
other distinguished physicist, 
Ernest Lawrence, to the White 
House to present their well- 
known views in opposition to 
any test suspension. With the 
White House steps as a sound- 


ing board, their opinions were | 


broadcast to the world. 

To many at the time it 
seemed that this was a classic 
example of news manipulation 
by a small group with sole ac- 


cess to information denied to | 


others. That is part of the 
charges made by Professor 
Brown in his speech, in which 
he argued that under reason- 
able control tests could be sus- 
pended without danger to this 
country. 


The Brown speech, with its

Chairman John Moss of the 
House subcommittee on infor- 
mation. All matters concerned 
with nuclear energy are, of 
course, the province of the

| Other News Curbs. 

The charge that the news is 
being manipulated to serve par- 
tisan ends has been made with 
increasing frequency.

If he rejects the offer, the 
atomic arms race will continue. 
The difficulty of the decision 
is merely underscored by what 
the experts say.

According to past 
experience, an agreement to 
stop tests may well be fol- 
lowed by secret and successful 
tests behind the Iron Curtain.

The application for fare in- 
creases is another step toward a 
complete breakdown of our tran- 
git facilities. Every cut in service 
and every increase in fares re- 
sults in the loss of patrons. 

To survive, a transit company 
must provide fast, dependable, 
considerate service; low fares; and 
an economical, efficient system of 
transit operation. 

Both the St. Louis companies 
are failing to provide these things. 
No wonder people are deserting 
public transit in droves! 

As far as efficiency is con- 
cerned, Public Service has not 
accomplished much by substitut- 
ing busses for streetcars on most 
pf its lines. Air-conditioned or not, 
a bus cannot go under or over 
traffic on busy streets. Although 
busses are easier to maneuver, 
fhe time they save is not signifi- 
gant when they must fight heavy 
traffic. Public Service would have 
done better if it had spent its 
money on new rights-of-way for its 
streetcars, including underground 
facilities for congested areas. It 
should never have given up the 
rivate rights of way it owned. 
ts busses were obsolete before 
they were purchased. 

Perhaps it is not fair to blame 
the transit companies for this 
state of affairs. It may be that 
the time has come when it is no 
Jonger possible to provide good 
fervice at low rates and still make 
a reasonable profit. If this is the 
case, as Public Service seems to 
think, it is time for public own- 
ership of transit facilities. Other 
tities are doing it. Why not St. 
Louis? 

The rebuilding of large por- 
tions of the city provides an excel- 
lent opportunity for new transit 
rights of way. The new express- 
ways could provide special facili- 
ties for economical rail transit. 
Is something going to be done, or 
do the rest of us transit riders 
have to buy automobiles in order 
to get where we are going?

Dark as a Mine 


Has the Atomic Energy Commission been 
deliberately deceiving the American people 
in order to sustain its policies against cessa- 
tion of nuclear weapons tests? 

Or has it been unintentionally deceiving 
the people by its incompetence to discover 
what Senator Humphrey of Minnesota was 
able to learn with ease? 

The conclusion that one or the other of 
these deceptions has been practiced is virtu- 
ally inescapable. 

Representative Holifield of California tips 
the scales far in the direction of deliberate 
deception by his revelation that the AEC 
knew last January that a test explosion of 
a small test bomb in a Nevada mine six 
months ago had been recorded in Alaska. 

The commission now admits that what it 
told the public last week about the test blast 
was not true. It said the shock was felt no 
farther away than 250 miles. 

Yet it did not retract the statement now 
shown to be false until Senator Humphrey, at 
the instance of several scientists who doubted 
it, had obtained the facts elsewhere. That 
shock was felt as far away as 2000 miles! 
United States Coast and Geodetic Survey sta- 
tions recorded it. 

” . ~ 

If the statement that the shock was felt 
no farther away than 250 miles had been 
true, the Atomic Energy Commission would 
have had a persuasive argument against ces- 
sation of nuclear weapons testing. Obviously 
the United States could not establish moni- 
toring stations 250 miles apart throughout 
the Soviet Union. 

With a shock range of 2000 miles and 
more, the picture is altogether different. It 
puts the Atomic Energy Commission on the 
defensive to show why, with this instrument 
of detection at hand, the United States should 
not go ahead on an agreement with Russia 
to cease atomic tests under inspection. 

Senator Humphrey’s disclosures give the 
AEC a lot of explaining to do. For it made 
the most of its misstatement while it stood. 

The 250-mile limit was asserted by the AEC 
less than a week after Harold E. Stassen, for- 
mer disarmament aid to President Eisen- 
hower, said the Nevada atomic mine blast 
had been detected by every seismic instru- 
ment within 1000 miles. Did the commission 
time its misleading report for political effect 
—to discredit Mr. Stassen?

As recently as a fortnight ago Dr. Edward 
Teller, the nuclear physicist popularly known 
as “the father of the H-bomb,” branded dis- 
armament “a lost cause,” and Mr. Stassen’s 
proposals “very dangerous,” because, he said, 
there was no way of detecting violations. 

Dr. Teller could very properly be called on 
now to explain how he arrived at this conclu- 
sion. Dr. Harrison Brown of the California 
Institute of Technology said here that Dr. 
Teller’s remarks “woefully distorted the re- 
alities of the situation,” and that is how they 
look to us. 

The Nevada mine test is not the first in- 
stance in which the credibility of the AEC’s 
official statements has been brought into 
question. Its “clean bomb” propaganda and 
its deceptive record on the Dixon-Yates con- 
tract are in the same pattern—a pattern 
which raises the question of whether the 
AEC tells the public only what it believes 
will win support for its policies, and sup- 
presses what would tend to discredit them. 


Milwaukee the Mad 


Milwaukee is a pleasant place full of pleas- 
ant people, until it comes to baseball. The 
Milwaukee Braves, who enjoyed a measure 
of prominence in the National League last 
year, put 12,000 seats for their opening game 
with the Pirates on sale Sunday afternoon. 
And what happened? 

The line began to form Saturday afternoon, 
headed by one Barney Radtke, 73, who got 
the No. 1 position for the sixth straight year. 
Similar scenes are expected in a dozen other 
Wisconsin cities where batches of tickets will 
go on sale on March 17. Oh well, Wisconsin 
never did make a big thing of St. Patrick’s 
Day. 

But standing in line through, roughly, a 
day and a night for a ticket to a game with 
the Pirates—and a game which in Milwaukee 
may well be snowed out—is fantastic, fanatic, 
crazy, mad. 

It is a good thing that the Cardinals do not 
play these zealous Milwaukee fans, just their 
favorite ballplayers. Otherwise it would be 
mighty hard—mighty hard—to win the pen- 
nant for old St. Louis. 


The Bomber Eyes the Submarine 


The Air Force, which has been striving 
feverishly to take over in the long-range mis- 
sile field, has come up with what might seem 
to be a smashing victory over the Navy. It 
is credited with having induced the Defense 
Department to limit the Navy to five or six 
Polaris launching submarines instead of the 
nine that had been planned. 

If that is a victory, it is a parochial one as 
well as one illustrating the worst type of 
rivalry among the three services. The Air 
Force already has to its discredit the cam- 
paign it has been waging against the Army 
to take over the anti-missile missile and its 
campaign against Army, Navy and Defense 
Department for complete supremacy in outer 
space. Has the theory that manned aircraft 
will become obsolete in a few years so ob- 
sessed the Air Force that it must put self 
ahead of national defense? 

According to testimony in Congress, the 
Navy has made surprisingly swift progress 
in the development of the world’s newest and 
perhaps most effective weapons system—the 
atomic - powered, Albacore-type submarine 
equipped with solid fuel, atomic-warheaded 
ballistic missiles of 1500 miles range. Such 
a boat can travel submerged for weeks, mak- 
ing detection and destruction most difficult. 

Just recently the development of an almost 
incredible navigational system for the subma- 
rine has insured that a Polaris missile could 
be launched from underwater with accuracy. 
This week it was announced that the building 
time for the submarine could be cut from the 
usual three years to 18 months. And the Po- 
laris missile is nearly perfected. 

Has this progress caused the Air Force to 
fear that its Strategic Air Command is about 
to be superseded by a Strategic Submarine 
Command? Is the Air Force worried about 
the atomic submarines’ high degree of in- 
vulnerability as contrasted with the vulner- 
ability of big bombers to anti-aircraft missiles 
and to attack on bases? | 

To these questions dealing with inter-serv- 


ice politics one more needs to be added: 
What becomes of national security if weapons 
systems are chosen by propaganda and pres- 
sure rather than by objective judgment? 


Dull Days for SEATO 


Manila is a curious place for the Western 
powers to be perfecting their tactics with re- 
lation to a summit conference, but that is 
what has been going on at the Southeast Asia 
‘Freaty Organization foreign ministers’ meet- 
ing. Apart from the Asian members’ cus- 
tomary pleas for more American aid and Sec- 
retary Dulles’s customary warnings against 
Communist aggression, the SEATO conference 
has largely subordinated Asian problems to 
those of a more general nature. 

Nothing could better illustrate the fact that 
SEATO—Secretary Dulles’s personal creation, 
and some critics say his only one—stands out- 
side the main stream of events. The strongest 
Communist threat in that area today is in 
Indonesia, but SEATO has no power to cope 
with it—partly because Indonesia along with 
India, Burma and Ceylon stayed out of the 
pact, and partly because the Communist 
threat in Indonesia arises from internal po- 
litical developments rather than external 


" aggression. 


SEATO was established in the backwash 
of the Indochina war, when Mr. Dulles was 
convinced that an era of Communist military 
aggression, as in Korea, lay ahead. But Com- 
munist tactics have changed. They center 
now on political, economic and diplomatic 
initiatives, and a defensive military alliance 
just is not equipped to cope with them. 
SEATO, furthermore, suffers from a paucity 
of important Asian members. It has just 
three—the Philippines, Thailand, Pakistan, 
and Pakistan is threatening to quit unless 
SEATO supports it on the Kashmir issué. 

Along with the summit conference, an- 
other remote topic of discussion at Manila is 
the French talk of creating a Mediterranean 
anti - Communist defense alliance. METO 
should take a leaf from SEATO. Military al- 
liances are necessary in certain situations but 
it is a costly illusion to suppose that they are 
the answer to every situation. As SEATO’s 
future now hinges upon whether it can de- 
velop a non-military reason for being, so 
METO would undoubtedly find that its mem- 
bers cannot really solve its problems solely 
by arming against external aggression. 


Fate of the Governor’s Bills 


Missouri’s Senate has taken commendable 
action to strengthen the State Highway Pa- 
trol and reciprocate with other states on 
truck fees. But it has, in our opinion, most 
unwisely reacted negatively to Gov. Blair’s 
proposal to establish a state fire marshal’s 
office and to set up a section on capital out- 
lays in the newly-created state budget office. 

The highway patrol measure will give that 
agency the right of search and seizure of au- 
tomobiles, a power already held by every 
other law enforcement agency in the state. 
The truck-fee bill creates a commission to ne- 
gotiate with other states for reciprocal agree- 
ments. It should enable Missouri to mini- 
mize conflicts which disrupt commerce and 
strain relations between states to their mu- 
tual disadvantage. 

The state fire marshal’s office, shelved in 
committee, is one of the last pieces of legis- 
lation needed to complete the reforms set off 
by the holocaust of the nursing home at 
Warrenton in which 72 lost their lives Feb. 
17, 1957. It is needed to provide professional 
fire inspection not only for nursing homes 
but also for hospitals, hotels, apartment 
houses, night clubs and other public places. 
Lacking a professional fire inspector, fire in- 
spection of nursing homes in the state is done 
by the State Health Division as a side issue. 
Only seven other states besides Missouri are 
so backward in fire inspection that they do 
not give it professional status. 

The budget office which Gov. Blair has es- 
tablished is one of his most worthwhile ac- 
complishments. Planning of capital outlays is 
among its most obvious opportunities for pro- 
moting efficiency and economy. The argu- 
ment in opposition by Senator Jack S. Curtis 
of Springfield, that the functions are now 
assigned in part to the state building board, 
ignores the elementary facts about effective 
governmental procedures, in which budgetary 
controls are absolutely essential. What is true 
of capital planning is also true of the pro- 
posed section on improving governmental 
operations and reducing costs, which was 
killed earlier. 

These measures will, we hope, be re- 
considered later by the legislators with a 
more studious attention to their merits. 


Cuba: No Compromise 


Now that rebel leader Fidel Castro has re- 
jected peace proposals sponsored by the Ro- 
man Catholic Church, Cuba sees no early end 
to her days of revolt and terror. 

Catholic prelates had proposed a national 
union government. Castro’s rejection of this 
plan became inevitable when President Batis- 
ta refused to grant amnesty to the rebels, or 
to postpone the presidential election of June 
1. Without amnesty and more time, the anti- 
Batista groups could not possibly organize an 
effective election campaign. 

Perhaps they could not do so in any case. 
The groups fighting the Batista dictatorship 
are thoroughly dispersed and divided. Cas- 
tro’s guerrillas do not trust the men around 
the exiled former President, Prio Socarras, 
any more than the Cuban people do. The old- 
line politicos do not trust the upstart guer- 
rilla leader. 


The combination of church intervention 
plus a general strike, which overthrew dicta- 
torships in Venezuela and Colombia, has not 
helped Castro. Church intervention was in- 
definite and impartial; the general strike has 
not materialized. Continuing prosperity has 
kept much of the populace on the sideline, 
hating one side but without unified leader- 
ship on the other. 


So it seems that the June election will not 
answer the Cuban question. Castro will fight 


‘if he cannot participate in the electioneering. 


Even if he could, the opposition forces might 
fight among themselves. Cuba’s unhappy 
prospect is that Batista will try to put a 
hand-picked successor in his palace, and the 
revolt will continue.

How to Save Ten Thousand Lives 


Connecticut Showed Way by Suspending Licenses of Speeders 


Abraham Ribicoff, 
Governor of Connecticut, 
in the Boston Globe 


Two years ago I made one of the 
most important discoveries of my 
life. It was December 1955, and I 
was puzzled. It had been a bloody 
year on our Connecticut highways. 

Now, it was holiday time—the sea- 
son when men wish each other good 
health and long life—and December 
was the worst month of all. In that 
month 44 people in Connecticut 
started out for a Christmas party or 
a family reunion and ended up in 
the morgue. 

I was puzzled

But, if that same little 

girl had been killed by a speeding 

car, the story wouldn’t have been 

given two inches on page 16 any- 
where but in her own town. 

Next morning I called to my office 
the state commissioner of police and 
the state commissioners of motor ve- 
hicles. 

“What,” I asked them, “is the one 
greatest cause of fatal automobile ac- 
cidents?” 

Their answer was simple. It can 
be told in one word: “Speed.” If 
speed was our killer, the next ques- 


tion was, how could we get people 
to slow down? Two days before 
Christmas 1955, I announced to the 
people of Connecticut that anyone 
who was convicted of speeding would 
have his license suspended for 30 
days. 

There were two keys to the pro- 
gram. 

First, punishment would start with 
the very first offense—30 days for 
the first conviction, 60 for the sec- 
ond, indefinitely for the third. The 
second key was just as important— 
enforcement was going to be strictly 
“no fix.” 

We summed it up in seven words, 
which we posted on enormous 8-foot 
signs on every major highway lead- 
ing into Connecticut: “Don’t speed. 
Conviction means loss of license.” 

Overnight the cry of outrage went 
up. My advisers were horrified. 
They told me I’d committed political 
suicide. Maybe I had. During the 
first month of the drive, I refused 
to take care of a suspension for one 
of the bigwigs in my own party—a 
man I’ve worked with for years. 

He paused as he was leaving my 
office, looked back at me, and said, 
“T’ll never vote for you again as long 
as I live.” 

And as the test year entered its 
second month, along with the gripes 
and protests and angry letters, we 
began to. get letters from people 
who felt differently about the new 
ruling. 

I shall never forget the one from 
a widow whose husband was killed in 
an automobile accident the day be- 
fore the program started. “Don’t 


relax the campaign,” the widow 
wrote, “even though it came one day 
too late for us. I have an answer 
for those who speak of the unbear- 
able hardship that a suspension im- 
poses. The violent way my husband 
died and the pain he suffered was 
unbearable. I also find it hard to 
make .a living without my husband. 
My two boys and I didn’t get a 30- 
day suspension. Ours is a lifetime 
sentence.” 

At the end of the year we had 
suspended 10,346 licenses for speed- 
ing. Had we saved that one life? 

Nineteen hundred and fifty-six was 
the worst year ever on American 
highways. The death rate for the 
nation rose 5 per cent over 1955. But 
in spite of these facts, the death rate 
in Connecticut did not rise, as the 
national rate did. 
Instead our rate 
dropped 11.7 per 
cent. In terms of 
human life, this 
means not one, 
but 38 people are 
alive today who 
were “supposed” 
to appear in the 
death columns of 
Connecticut’s an- 
nual traffic re- 
port. But there 
are even more startling statistics 
than these. Safety experts who have 
started the Connecticut program as- 
sure me that if every state in the 
nation were to adopt a similar pro- 
gram right now, we would save, dur- 
ing the coming year alone, a mini- 
mum of 10,000 lives,

Between Book Ends _ Standard Military Writing 


THE CIVIL WAR, A SOLDIER’S 
VIEW, by Col. G. F. R. Henderson; 
edited by Jay Luvaas. (University of 
Chicago Press., 324 pgs., $6.) 


Here is a “must” for any Civil War 
“puff” and a fine addition to any 
collection of military history. No 
one did more during the generation 
preceding World War I to raise the 
standard of military writing, both in 
Great Britain and in the United 
States, than Col. G. F. R. Henderson 
of the British army. His major 
work, “Stonewall Jackson and the 
American Civil War,” published in 
1898, remains the standard biography 
of Lee’s great lieutenant. 


But mutch of Henderson’s other 
writing has been out of print for 
years. Prof Jay Luvaas done 
well, therefore, to gather Hender- 
son’s less-known work in this ably 
edited volume. 


Included are the original text and 
maps of “The Campaign at Fred- 
ericksburg” and other chapters 
the posthumously published ‘ 
Science of War.” Of these, “The 
Battle of Gettysburg” discusses - 
ership and duties; “ es 
Leaders of the Civil War,” a review 


Senators testify before the House 
Subcommittee on Legislative Over- 
sight. The Senators have said that 
they would testify if they were 
asked. 

But now Speaker Sam Rayburn

of that monumental Century work 
published in 1890, stresses the prob- 
lems—and the merits—of a volun- 
teer army. “The Campaign in the 
Wilderness of Virginia” treats 
Grant's drive against the Confed- 
eracy as a preview of wars to come, 
a prophecy borne out by the fighting 
in South Africa in 1899 and in 
World War I. 

Prof. Luvaas points out that Hen- 
derson’s writings are not without 
shortcomings. “Some were ‘scrib- 
bled’ in haste; others contain re- 
dundant or even contradictory pas- 
sages; and time has robbed some of 
the questions discussed of their im- 
portance.” Nevertheless, both the 
military student and the general 
reader can still find pleasure and 
profit in Henderson. “Few scholars 
have had his military background, 
and few soldiers have possessed his 
gift for expression.”

With the 
help of perfect games by two 
members, Ray Bluth and Tom 
Hennessey, the Buds shot 
scores of 1265, 1300 and 1293 
for a total of 3858 pins. 

And so, after a little more 
than 21 years, the Math Her- 
mann'’s record of 3797 was 
broken It was on Jan. 27, 
1937, that the Hermanns estab- 
lished the mark against a dif- 
ferent Budweiser crew at St. 
Louis's Del-Mar Lanes. 

In recent seasons the Bud- 
weisers had made several seri- 
ous challenges, but could never 
touch the record.

Prices on meatsein general 
are not cheap, with local meat 
men reporting supplies of both 
beef and pork are down.

Whatever size suits the 
need, there is a choice of the 
popular sugar cured corned 
beef or one with special garlic 
flavor. 

Few meats are easier to pre- 
pare. Just simmer in liquid 
until tender, using a deep 
heavy utensil so that the meat 
will be completely covered with 
water. Then place a close fit- 
ting cover on the utensil and 
let the meat cook slowly, with- 
out ever reaching the boiling 
point, for approximately one 
hour per pound for cooking. 

There are, of course, ways 
to vary the basic corned-beef- 
and-cabbage theme. For in- 
stance, the corned beef pic- 
tured above was made especial- 
ly flavorful because beer was 
added to the liquid in which 
it simmered. 

Spread a Kelly green cloth, 
serve good, hearty corned beef 
and cabbage and mugs of beer, 
that favorite Celtic beverage.

“in every area’ was given in a 
series of hitherto confidential 
papers made public last night 
by the Committee for Economic 
Development, 

The papers were delivered 
originally at a meeting of the 
C.E.D. in Washington last Nov. 
21, attended by a large group 
of business and industrial lead- 
ers. They have been checked by 
their authors, cleared for secu- 


rity and presented in book) 


form. 

Most pessimistic of those 
who made an evaluation of the 
situation was Dr. Jerome Wies- 
ner of the Massachusetts, Instl- 
tute of Technology. He said: 

“When I really feel gloomy, 
I think that five years from 
now they will be obviously su- 
perior to us in every area. But 
when I am optimistic I feel it 
will take 10 years for them to 
achieve this position. ... 


Long-Term Need. 

“T am convinced that unless 
our Western society develops 
long-term scientific aspirations 
in addition to our short-range 
objectives of building and main- 
taining military strength, we 
will not be able to match the 
Russian accomplishments of 
the next decades.” 

Dr. Wiesner qualified this 
only to the extent that “their 
accomplishments can probably 
match our own In most areas 
where they choose to make the 
attempt.” 

“The Russian state is an in- 
teresting one in relation to sci- 
ence because in a real sense 
it is a pioneering nation,” he 
said. “Even though it is domi- 
nated by a dictatorship, among 
many of the workers and among 
many of the scientists, there 
is, to us, a discouraging amount 
of enthusiasm for what they 
are doing.” 

Sluggish decision-making in 
the Pentagon was attacked by 
Dr. J. Sterling Livingston of 
Harvard. He said that, on the 
average, it takes five years 
from the conception of a new 
weapons idea until a decision 
is made to proceed with a de- 
sign, much less put it into pro- 
duction. 

Can’t Count on Military. 

“The United States can 
achieve scientific and techno- 
logical leadership only by vig- 
orous and farsighted programs 
of research and development,” 
he gaid. “Available evidence 
demonstrates ... that the mili- 
tary services cannot be counted 
on to carry out such programs.” 

He doubted that the mill- 
tary services could be reor- 
ganized in time to keep pace 
with Russia because the serv- 
ices are “too complex and too 
large to reorganize quickly.” 

Instead, he suggested that 
“the weapons-planning process 
in the military services has to 
be bypassed and... . responsi- 
bility for the development of 
radically new * weapons... 
should be transferred from the 
Department of Defense to a cli- 
vilian scientific agency similar 
to the office of scientific re- 
search and development which 
we had in World War II.” 

Others whose talks at the 
Washington meeting on the sub- 
ject of “Soviet Progress vs. 
American Enterprise” were 
made public for the first time 
were Clarence B. Randall, spe- 
cial assistant to the President 
on foreign economic affairs;

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SAYS SOYBEAN BINS 
IN SALE WERE EMPTY 


‘MEMPHIS, March 13 (AP)— | 


L. V. Butler's soybean bins 
were empty when Butler ac- 
cepted $3,300,000 from a Chi- 
cago grain firm fo 11,800,000 
bushels of soybeans, an ac- 
counting executive testified yes- 
terday. 

In fact, Butler had no soy- 
beans stored at the Alabama 
Grain Elevator Co. for more 
than three months before the 
big deal, Lester Gearhart testi- 
fied. 

Gearhart was among the last 
witnesses called by the Conti- 
nental Grain Co. of Chicago in 
its efforts to recover $2,700,000 
from First National Bank in 
Memphis. 

Butler used that amount of 
the money received from Con- 
tinental to pay off a loan at 
First National. Continental is 
trying to show that First Na- 
tional knew—or should have 
known — that warehouse re- 
ceipts representing the “soy- 
beans” exchanged in the trans- 
action were worthless. 

Another witness was Wheat- 
ley Davis, regional manager for 
St. Louis Terminal Field Ware- 
house Co., which leased half 
of the Mobile (Ala.) warehouse | 
from Butler. 
dered to Mobile to investigate 
after learning warehouse re- 
ceipts exceeding the capacity 
of the elevator had been 
issued. 

The witness said he told 
John Whitsitt, First National 
executive, after the trip “I 
though it was my understand- 
ing they could have on the 
docks, soybeans covering the 
reecipts which were in excess 
of the capacity of the eleva- 
tor.” 

Davis added he told Whit- 
sitt that he was satisfied with 
the situation and didn't think 
there was a shortage of soy- 
beans.

he was satisfied with his com- 
pany’s situation when he found 
he could account for all the 
soybeans on its side of the 
warehouse.

~<Of Florida, Its 


‘Moons’ and Birds 


COCOA, Fla., March 13. 

WE MISSED A BIG “SHOOT” at Canaveral by min- 
utes but I suppose could hardly have asked the Combined 
Services to set it ahead for our convenience. At any rate, 
the Jupiter went up fairly successfully, although the satel- 
lite it carried on its nose 
failed to orbit. 

It is odd to think that 
one day soon we may 
have dozens of these 
man-made moons whirl- 
ing through their orbits 
high above the _ earth. 
Somehow, I think they're 
going to have to find a 
better system of traffic 
control before I will be 
willing to take off for 
the outer planets. 

Our short stay in Win- 
ter Park, which is in the 
center of the state, was 
pleasant as always. We 
never come here without 
meeting Missourians who 
have found this a pleas- 
ant place to spend the 
cold weather months— 
and we always enjoy re- 
newing acquaintance with members of the Florida Audubon 
Society whom we have met on earlier visits. After talking 
at the annual meeting of the society we headed west and 
north for Gainesville to lecture at the University of Florida. 
But since this was the weekend and included one of our 
rare days of leisure, we went out of our way to drive over 
to the Gulf of Mexico, I selected a route which has, in 
years past, taken us through excellent birding territory in 
the region around Lake Tsala Apopka and the Withla- 
coochee river—if you can believe such a name. But we 
found that the water birds—ibis, egrets, herons and the 
rest—had deserted their regular haunts this season; and 
s0 we drove straight on to the little resort of Crystal river 
which once produced vast quantities of cedar lumber and 
has long been noted for its sport fishing. 
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The absence of wading birds, shorebirds and 
waterfowl from their regular haunts this year is 
something of a mystery. My suspicion is—and a 
good many of the local ornithologists seem to 
agree—that there has been a rapid and serious 
drop in the numbers of many species during re- 
cent seasons. This began, perhaps, with the 
terrible grass fires which burned across hundreds 
of thousands of acres in the Everglades several 
years ago. These fires not only destroyed count- 
less numbers of birds, but also wiped out the 
habitat, so that some species went through several 
seasons without hatching any young. Then came 
the long drouth that dried up streams and marsh- 
lands and dropped the levels in the lakes to all- 
time lows. Again, thousands of square miles of 
bird habitat were destroyed, while the remaining 
birds were concentrated in small areas where 
there was water and where it was easy to see 
them. Now after many months of wet weather 
these birds are scattered out all over the state 
and you sometimes travel for miles through their 
normal haunts with only an occasional glimpse of 
a few of them. 


WE DID, HOWEVER, enjoy our short stay in Crystal 
river and stopped for a brief visit at nearby Port Paradise, 
a beautifully developed resort area tucked away in the 
quiet seclusion of a pine and palmetto forest beside the 
water. Then we drove on to Homosassa Springs, another 
fishing resort, where one may see many kinds of fresh 
and salt water fish mingling in the crystal clear water and 
where wild wood ducks and other species of wading birds 
and waterfowl can be photographed in a beautiful natural 
setting. The area around the spring is a sanctuary where 
songbirds become tame and gray squirrels come out of 
the woods to feed from one’s hand. Among the songbirds 
were towhees, catbtrds, white-throated sparrows and many 
others. 


Our short visit to the University of Florida at Gaines- 
ville was made most enjoyable by our hosts. These in- 
cluded Bob Weigel, a graduate student in avian paleon- 
tology, and Dr. James Layne and his wife Lois with whom 
we spent the night. Jim Layne is a mammalogist in the 
department of biology who was graduated from Cornell 
and taught at Southern Illinois before coming to Florida. 
The university here has, incidentally, a very high stand- 
ing in the field of the natural sciences and attracts stu- 
dents and teachers from all over America. After our lec- 
ture a dozen or more of the professors and graduate stu- 
dents and their wives joined us at the Laynes’ house and 
we talked far too late about resource conservation, farm 
problems, genetics in cattle breeding and many other sub- 
jects. 


Over most of this weekend it rained—and 
while we missed the sun, we were delighted to 
have temperatures in the mid-70s. Our trip across 
the state and back took us through the heart of 
some of the best citrus country in Florida and 
here one sees the full impact of the freezes which 
struck the state during this past winter. In most 
of the groves thousands of tons of yellow fruit lie 
rotting on the ground or on the trees; all this 
having been ruined by freezing. The over-all loss 
in citrus runs to about 30 per cent, yet in many 
areas was almost 100 per cent while others did 
not suffer quite so badly. Many stands of young 
trees were destroyed and groves of mature trees 
suffered heavy permanent damage. I suppose that 
the very large growers and the groves owned by 
the big frozen juice companies can survive such 
a disaster, but our hearts went out to the smaller 
farmers. 


IN THE WEEKS AHEAD we will drive many hun- 
dreds of miles through the ranching country where a 
quarter-million cattle have died of starvation and through 
the vegetable farming areas where losses were heavy al- 
though easier to recoup. In a state which derives so much 
of its income from recreation and the tourist trade we 
can sympathize with the resort owners. Yet it is the people 
on the land who are hardest hit and who will remember 
longest the terrible winter of 1957 and 1958.

Anna Russell Delights Audiences by Deflating Stuffed Shirts of the Musical World With Laughter

ANNA RUSSELL WANTED 
to be a great music teacher. 
But they laughed when she sat 
down at the feet of the masters. 

They laughed when she got 
up. They laughed at her ges- 
tures, even at her most pro- 
found remark. 


Her background was impec- 
cable, her talent undisputed, 
her musical training of the 
best—but the inexplicable aura 
of humor, whatever it is that 
makes people laugh,  sur- 
rounded her, and she could no 
more shed it than her veddy 
British skin. 


“At first I was dreadfully 
hurt,” Miss Russell recalled. 
“When one is young one has 
absolutely no real sense of 
humor, don't you know.” 

She sat in her hotel room, 
musing briefly over the past. 
Suddenly she clapped her 
hands, with perfect mimicry 
turned into the satirically per- 
fect personification of a Broad- 
way sharpie. “So they laugh, 
I sez,” she said. “So let’s make 
a buck of it.” 

She has. 

Far more important to her, 
and certainly to her interna- 
tional audiences, she has had 
one whale of a good time— 
jousting full-tilt at the not in- 
frequent stuffed shirts of the 
musical world, wielding a 
scimitar of parody with a 
cutting edge as thin as that 
line which separates dignity 
from pomposity. 


Maybe it is true and quite 
literally, as she insists, that 
she had little sense of humor 
as a young, would-be music 
teacher—but it is awfully hard 
to reconcile. 


In any case when the Fates 
got together, maybe over a 
morning nectar break, and de- 
cided to hand her one, they 
certainly did it up right—as 
St. Louis audiences testified 
here last weekend with laugh- 
ter that rocked the rafters. 

As a concert comedienne, 
Anna Russell feels she had one 
decided advantage over the so- 
called serious artist. 

“There is no one to compare 
me with,” she said. “This 
drives the critics utterly wild, 
you know.” 

It’s a good laugh line but 
not particularly valid—the only 
thing the critics have been wild 
with was mirth. Internation- 
ally they have praised her. 
Some of the unrestrainedly de- 
lighted reviews written by 
critics used to the disciplined 
and reserved wordage deemed 
appropriate to “art” have the 
same sense of sudden relief 
from repression usually pecu- 
liar to three-time losers re- 
leased from Cell Tier Three. 


“I suppose the critics do tire 
of claptrap,” she said, primly. 
Then she laughed. She’s kid- 
ding. She knows and loves 
good music herself, and wel]l-— 
much as a grammarian studies 
for years before he feels quali- 
fied to write “ain't” on pur- 
pose—but she is also roundly 
cursed, or blessed, with a sense 
of the ridiculous. Thus the 
paradoxical Anna Russell. 


CLEVERLY CONCEALED 
behind her oh-so-correct facade 
of a proper prima donna, cam- 
ouflaged with a lorgnette look, 
lies the decidedly uninhibited 
humor of a rollicking and rath- 
er rowdy outlook on life in 
general—and musical pomposi- 
ty in specific. 

Anna Russell walks to stage 
center. Her pink-ribbony dress 
is actually no different from 
those worn by the habitues, 
and their offspring, at musi- 
cales—the billowing cloud of 
lace hitched on at back is not 
really uncommon, the purpose- 
fully cultural facial expression 
is standard operational proced- 
ure: However, the titters start. 
The whatever-it-is aura radiates 
and extends to the last balcony 
seat. 

“Of recent date,” Miss Rus- 
sell chirps, “there seems to 
have been a great deal of what 
I refer to as ‘messing about 
with Carmen.’ ” 

She explains that her little 
group is fearlessly plumping 
for the furtherance of really 
good music. “We are definitely 
for the better things in music,” 
she explains, “and we expect 
neither reward nor enjoyment. 
So listen—even if you don't 
like it.” 

For two consecutive nights 
at Graham Memorial Chapel at 
Washington University, Miss 
Russell played to houses not 
only packed but jammed in the 
aisles with standees. 

“Greatest turnout since Mrs. 
Roosevelt was here,” enthused 
a backstage lover of the better 
things in music. 

“Yes,” said Anna, “And just 
think—Eleanor has been to 
Russia.”

She studied in Belgium, in 
Paris and at the Royal College 
of Music in London. She made 
her United States debut in 
1948 at New York City’s Town 
Hall, has had as many as six 
recitals a season at Town Hall 
or Carnegie Hall; has released 
several satirical albums — the 
latest being “Anna Russell in 
Darkest Africa,” in which the 
closest anything comes to being 
African is a lesson on bagpipe 
playing.

Later in Toronto, a percep- 
tive director watched her in 
a Junior League Troop Show. 
She was a chorus member. 
“I may be wrong,” the director 
said tentatively, “but you bet- 
ter try a comic sketch. You 
look funny to me.’ 

Since then she has written 
all her own material, both 
words and music, and arranged 
it. (Her book, “The Power of 
Being a Positive Stinker” is 
now in its fifth printing.) A 
recognized success now, she 
had a rough go. Again, there 
was nobody to compare her 
with. 

“Had I been billed as, say, 
a latter-day Sophie Tucker,” 
she said, “booking agencies 
would have been soothed and 
mollified. As it was, however, 
they said ‘Original material? 
Oh my gaeodness, we can’t have 
that!’” 

Solemnly, she gives her ad- 
vice to young folk trying to 
break through in show business. 
“There are many pitfalls,” she 
says, authoritatively. “I simply 
can't imakine how to avoid any 
of them.” (Talent, isn’t that a 
help? I asked her that. She 
said she supposed so, although 
there seemed a general feeling 
that there was entirely too 
much talent around now.) 


Miss Russell — unique in

F ernandel Farce 


I YIELD TO NO MAN, monsuh, in my admiration of 
the comic talents of Fernandel, the French star. But he 
neéds material to work with, and he doesn’t get much in 
an extremely lightweight Gallic piece, “THREE FEET IN 
BED,” at the APOLLO. It is done in the 
slapdash, gagged-up style of an old W. C. 
Fields picture as it details Fernandel’s 
adventures as a vacuum-cleaner salesman.

9 p.m., April 6. 


JERUSALEM was quiet. On 
the ramparts of Fortress An- 
tonia a Roman guard folded his 
arms against the chill of an 
east wind and watched his off- 
duty comrades roll dice on the 
huge flagstones below. He was 
chuckling at the braying argu- 
ments after each roll when his 
attention was diverted bv tke 
sentry at the twin west gates, 
who stepped into: the roadway 
and bared his broadsword. 

He watched the sentry, who 
spoke sharply to someone in 
the gloom outside the twin 
gates. In a moment the sentry 
was waving someone inside the 
huge courtyard, but whoever it 
was would come no further 
than under the twin gates. In 
the pale courtyard lights, the 
soldier on the ramparts could 
see that it was the high priest, 
and beside him was the burly 
chief of the temple guards. 

The sentry spat. The Jews 
would not be here unless they 
wanted something of Pontius 
Pilate. Always, it seemed to 
the sentry, they wanted some- 
thing done or they wanted 
something stopped. He watched 
and saw the soldier below 
Sheathe his sword, cup his 
hands, and roar across the 
courtyard that Caiphas, the 
high priest, desired immediate 
audience with Pontius Pilate, 
Procurator of Judea and Sa- 
maria, at the pleasure of his 
imperial majesty, Tiberius Cae- 
sar. 

The man on the ramparts 
wondered why the Jews did not 
come into the fortress. Then 
he remembered that’ these 
strange people felt unclean— 
sinners—if they entered the 
establishment of a Gentile. 
Sometimes, now that he thought 
of it, the sentry remembered 
that a few would come into the 
fortress courtyard and stand 
waiting: others. more strict, like 
this one, waited outside or un- 
der the stones of the twin gafe. 


None that he could recall 
ever went inside the fortress, 
even when invited by the Pro- 
curator to his private apart- 
ments upstairs. The except- 
tions, of course, were prison- 
ers. They were dragged into 
the dungeon below, near the 
stone cachements, and they in- 
variably wailed that they were 
being defiled. This was amu- 
sing to the Syrians who served 
in the Roman army here, be- 
cause the culprits were thieves 
or murderers or tax dodgers 
before they entered the for- 
tress. 

The Syrians did not like 
Jews for several reasons, one 
was that Syrians were con- 
scripted into the Roman army; 
Jews were not, because the 
Jewish faith forbade fighting 
on the Sabbath. The Syrians 
were expected to add the name 
of Caesar to the gods they 
worshiped; the Jews escaped 
this—the only province exempt 
from the imperial decree to 
adore Caesar. In the markets, 
the Jews mocked the Syrian 


The Syrians were crude and 
uncultured, compared to the 
Romans and the Greeks and 
the Egyptians. In Palestine, 
the Jews regarded it as humili- 
ating enough to be under the 
heel of Rome, but to suffer at 
the hands of Syrian mer- 
cenaries was almost too much 
to bear. 


The sentry on the rampart 
was happy to note that Pilate 
kept Caiphas waiting. 


Fortress Antonia was, in 
essence, a renegade’s re- 
venge. It had been built by 
the father of King Herod 
Antipas, the current ruler, 
Herod, the Great. He was a 
half Jew fond of building 
elaborate structures and 
beautiful cities. When the 
Romans made him king of 
the Jews, he named the for- 
tress, which kept Jerusalem 
in subjugation, after his 
friend Mark Antony. 


Antonia was cleverly built. 
The temple occupied almost 
half the east wall of the city. 
The Valley of the Cedron lay 
immediately outside this wall, 
giving it an imposing eminence. 
The south wall was protected 
by a small valley and the west 
wall presented similar prob- 
lems to an invader. So An- 
tonia, like a big stone wedge, 
was laid partly inside and part- 


each big 
enough to hold a platoon of sol- 
diers without crowding, quar- 
ters for a full garrison of le- 
gionaries (the Twelfth Legion 
was often quartered inside’ its 
walls); a public highway ran 
through it, leading from Gol- 


gotha to the Probatic Gate. | 


The roadway 
ress was made of flagstones 
eight to 10 inches thick and 
serrated in etched stripes so 
that beasts of burden would not 
slip on its surface in wet 
weather. 

The entire fortress was well 
lighted at night with several 
hundred bronze and iron lamps 
hung high on the walls and fed 
with olive oil. On the temple 
side there was a tower 120 feet 
high. Inside the fort were 
shops, and all flooring stones 
in the courts and on top of the 
fortress were pitched slightly 
so that the rain ran _ into 


grooved gutters and then fell | 


40 feet below the streets to the 
cisterns.

“THIS HAND came up in one 
of our club games recently and 
I was able to make an am- 
bitious vulnerable grand slam 
by means of a_ successful 
finesse and double squeeze,” 
writes David L. Dawson in 
presenting today’s seven-spade 
hand. Dawson is vice presi- 
dent of the North Jersey 
Bridge Association, an active 
unit of the A.C.B.L. which has 
more than 500 members. 

Dawson started with 11 top 
tricks; six spades, two hearts, 
two diamonds and one club. 
He took a winning diamond 
finesse for his twelfth trick 
and then picked up his thir- 
teenth by squeezing both 
opponents, West in hearts and 
diamonds and East in hearts 
and clubs.

A pplauds Stassen Talk 


NEW YORK, March 13. 
HAROLD E. STASSEN made a really memorable 
speech at the conference sponsored by the American As- 
sociation for the United Nations in Washington, which I 


ne ou He called for the Unit- 
ed States to initiate ac- 
tion for a permanent 
United Nations police 
force armed with atomic 
weapons of a limited 
number and size. He also 
asked for the develop- 
ment of a U.N. space 
agency and advocated a 
two-year trial agreement 
on disarmament between 
the East and the West 
which would, of course, 
mean stopping nuclear 
tests.

Mr. Stassen felt that Russia would accept a four-point 
trial agreement on disarmanent and that it could be ready 
for ratification before Congress adjourns. 

As he enumerated the points, they would be: 


> THE ESTABLISHMENT of a special agency of the U.N. 
with the responsibility of inspecting and assuring the ful- 
fillment of the steps agreed upon by the signatories. These 
steps would concern the reduction and limitation of ar- 
maments as well as control. 


> AN AGREEMENT on installation of necessary inspec- 
tion posts inside both the U.S.S.R. and the United States. 
These posts would, of course, be equipped with instru- 
ments designed to verify the ending of nuclear test ex- 
plosions. 


AN AGREEMENT for the halting of nuclear tests for 
two years. 


r SETTING UP a negotiating group to carry on discus- 
sions looking toward further disarmament steps at the end 
of two years. 


Obviously, the State Department has not been in sym- 
pathy with the four points advanced by Mr. Stassen. But 
Secretary of State Dulles is changing his mind, and it is 
said in Washington that he now is considering seriously 
Mr. Stassen’s proposal for halting nuclear testing combined 
with inspection but tied to earlier proposals for a cut-off 
in the production of fusionable materials. 


Mr. Stassen was speaking, of course, from his 
long experience in the disarmament conference in 
London, He realizes that the slow negotiating with 
the Russians finally has brought about a willing- 
ness on their part to give a little. And I think he 
likely knows more about the Russians’ real will- 

- mgness to act than does Secretary Dulles. For it 
takes the kind of day-to-day, patient argument he 
has been through to reach any point of contact 
and understanding. 


The program proposed by Mr. Stassen would be a good 
beginning if we can have any hope that the United States 
will agree. The Soviets, I think, already have agreed to 
most of his points, but there is a great difference between 
agreement on paper and actually carrying it out. 


Martha Carr's Lasagne Is Worth the Time It Takes = 


Try It, and You'll Find That Pizza 
By Hoyt Alden 


THE COUNTRY SEEMS to 
have gone a little bit wacky 
on the subject of pizza. There’s 
been nothing comparable to it 
since the invention of the ice 
cream cone. But as with every- 
thing else, we Americans are 
never content to let a good 
thing alone. Pizza is a good 
thing to eat, and for many, 
many years the Italians, who 
invented it, liked it just as it 
was, with a few variations. 

But not the Americans. First 
they start trying to improve 
on it, and they go completely 
haywire. The other day I ran 
across aé_ slightly hysterical 
spread about something called 
“dessert pizza.” Now there’s a 
contradiction if I ever saw one. 
It makes about as much sense 
as “dessert roast beef.” It 
turned out to be a sort of 
black bottom pie, whose only 
connection with pizza was that 
both are ordinarily made in a 
round shape. 

But what I started to say was, 
if people find pizza so fascinat- 
ing, perhaps they should take 
the time to look into some 
other standard Italian dishes 
besides pizza, macaroni and 
spaghetti. There are a lot of 
them, and one worth anyone's 
attention is lasagne. 

Of course lasagne is a little 


more trouble to make than 
pizza, and you can’t buy it PIZZA, AND THEN THEY GO 
ready-made or prefabricated. 


But anyone who takes the time 
will find it worthwhile. 


AS WITH PIZZA, there are 
several variations of lasagne, 
some made with meat balls, 
some with meat sauce. As it 
originated in Italy it was, as 
far as I can find out, made 
with meat balls, so without 
further ado, here's how: 

First you make meat balls. 
Mix together a pound of 
ground top round, a fourth of 
a pound each of ground veal 
and lean pork, a tablespoon of 
minced parsley, two unbeaten 
eggs, half a cup of bread 
crumbs and salt and pepper to 
taste. Make a lot of tiny meat 
balls. Saute them in olive oil, 
then pour tomato sauce over lasagne. Dot that with spoon- 
them, bring them to a boil and _fuls of ricotta. Sprinkle it with

Now, have ready a fairly 
large casserole or baking pan. 
Mix together a pound and a 
half of ricotto cheese, two well 
beaten eggs and two table- 
spoons of minced parsley. 
Slice a couple of\ pounds of 
Mozzaréllya cheese and have 
ready two cups of pecorino 
cheese in a bowl. 

Lasagne is really the name 
of the type of pasta used, a 
wide, flat variety. Boil a pound 
and a half of it for 10 min- 
utes, drain it and wash it in 
cold water. 

Now fill the bottom of the 
baking pan with tomato sauce.
